ABMKAM  DAINS  or  Daynes*     The  genalogy    of  this  line  of  the  writer's  family   begins 
T/ith  the  marriage   of  Abraham  Dains,    or  Daynes,   and  Sarah  Peake  at  Canterbury, 
Connecticut   on  December  27,   1671.'    Tiie   first   date  given   in  Calkins'  "Jfitrtcry   of 
Nev/  London"   in  connection  with  Abraham  Dains   is  1662,     A  further  reference  has 
the  date  of  1664.     It    seems  court   orders  were   published    in  that  year  prohibiting 
the  use   of  "cardes  and   shufflebords"  and  v/arning  the   inhabitants  "not  to  entr-r- 
tane   strange  young  men".      Transient   residents,  who  were    not   grantees  and   house- 
holders, were  the  persons  affected  by   this  order  and   it  aroused  thorn  to  the   ne- 
cessity   of  applying  for  permission  to  remain.     Among  the   roll   of  applicants  we 
find  the   name   of  Abraham  Daynes.      "All  other  sojourners   not  mentioned   carrying 
themselves  well  were   allowed  to  live   in  the  tov/ne,   else  lyable  upon  v/arning  to 
begftne".     It  would   seom  that  AbrahaiD  Dains  v/as  a  newcomer  in  the   town.     A  letter 
from  the  Connecticut   State  Library    at   rlartford   states  that  Abrahen  Daynes  of  Nev/ 
London,   1664,   is  supposed  to  have  come   from  Casco,  liaine. 

William  Peake' s   residence   io  NiW  London  ws^  trt^st  of  the  town  plot   on  the   path 
loading  to  Fog-Plain.     The  oarciugo   of  his  daughter  Sarah  to  Abraham  Daynes  is 
recorded   in  Ncv/  London,  as  arc  also  tho  births  of   some  of  his  children.     Other 
tirths  are   recorded  in  Norv/ich.     The  next   sc-voral  generations  of  the  family 
seom  to  have  lived   in  the  region  of  tho  tov/ns  of  Norr/ich,   Canterbury,   Plainficld 
and  Washington   in  the  counties  of  New  London  and  Windham,  Connecticut.

Thoy  harvested  a  small  crop  of  wheat, 
but  tho  wild  animals  had  preyed  upon  it  so  much  that  it  yielded  only  a  light 
supply.     Some  fanilios  subaistod  for  days  and  oven  weeks  on  milk  and  boiled 
nottlos. 

Jonathan  Dains,  to  obtain  relief  for  his  family,  went  to  Nowton  and  worked  by 
tho  day  until  ho  had  obtained  two  bushels  of  whcr.t  which  he  had  ground.     Ho 
carried  this  on  his  back  to  the  head  of  Seneca  Lake,  by   boat  to  Norria*   lending, 
and  thon  on  his  back  again  to  his  home  near  the  log  moeting-housc  in  Jorueaiero. 
Ho  was  an   industrious  and  usoful  citizen.     Ho  had  a  tannery   about  forty   rods 
northwest  of  tho  Friend* a  oooting-houao.     Ho  v/ns  also  noted  as  a  horso  and 
oattlo  t.-jctor.     He  died  at  tho  ago  of  93  yours.     Little  is  known  of  his  wife 
except  that  she  was  a  membor  of  a  group  of  Friends  known  as  the  Faithful  Sister- 
hood.
